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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
First, with respect to the double patenting rejection, though the claims are directed towards different types of information, the claimed 
processes are identical, thus they are obvious variations regardless of the arbitrary information transmitted. Second with respect to the 
specification objection, the original claims may use the term computer-readable medium but there is not definition of a computer readable 
medium provided by the applicant, making it impossible to determine the meets and bounds of such a claim. Finally, with respect to the 
argument that Spencer is not prior art, the applicant sites pag 18, lines 14-16 and page 17, lines 16-21 for written description support of 
the term "public information release authorization form". In response the examiner points out that the form described on page 18 is not 
explictly related to the process on page 17 nor is it apparent that there is any implicit relationship. Though the provisional may provide 
support for a "public information release authorization" process it does not provide support for a "public information release authorization 
form" as claimed. 
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
